S . R . O . 195 . — The following byelaws for the regulation or prohibition of stabling 
or herding of animals in the Jutogh Cantonment framed by the Cantonment 
Board , Jutogh , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 11 ) of section 282 
and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) are hereby published 
for general information , the same having been previously published , approved 
and confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub - section ( 1) of 
section 284 of the said Act, namely : 


BYE -LAWS 
1. Short title . These byelaws may be called the Jutogh Cantonment ( Stabling 
or Herding of Animals ) Byelaws, 1963 . 
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2 . Definitions. — In these byelaws, unless the context otherwise requires :--- 


( a ) Stable means any house , shed , building, or any room therein , in which 

horses, ponies, mules or donkeys, or any of them , are lodged or fed ; 
( b ) " Cow -house " means a house , shed , or building or room in a house, 

shed or building in which horned cattle are lodged and fed . 


3 . Any person who keeps within the Cantonment any horse , mule , cow , 
buffalo , goat or any cattle , whether for trade or private use , shall, within fourteen 
days of the date of publication of these byelaws or of the date on which the 
animal came into his possession , intimate to the Executive Officer , the class and 
the number of animals so kept by him . 

4 . No room , shed , courtyard , or premises, shall be used as a stable or as a 
cow -house unless it provides at least 40 sq . ft. of floor area per animal. 

5. The premises used as stable or cowhouse shall fulfil the following sanitary 
requirements , namely : - - 

( a ) It must be well ventilated. 
(b ) The floor should be hard without cracks, crevices and generally such 

ag can be easily kept clean . 
( c ) The keeper shall daily clean or wash with water the floor of the pre 

mises, and shall drain all wash water and other offensive liquid 
matter into the public drain by means of a proper drain connected 

to it. 
( d ) No dung, litter or offensive matter, shall be kept in such manner or 

situation as to pollute any drinking water or to the cause fly 
breeding, 


6 . On the occurrence or suspected occurrence of any infectious, disease 
amongst the cattle or animal kept in the Cantonment, the keeper of such animal 
shall immediately segregate the animals or cattle affected or suspected to be 
affected and make suitable arrangements for its veterinary treatment, 


7 . The keeper of the animal shall carry out every instructions that may be 
issued by the Executive Officer or any other officer duly authorised by the Board 
to prevent the discase from spreading amongst his other cattle or amongst any 
other cattle in the Cantonment, 


8 . The Board may by order prohibit the herding or stabling of a herd of cattle 
within close proximity of any residential quarters , school, hospital or in any open 
areas. Provided that this byelaw shall not apply to any herd of cattle which does 
not consist of six animals or more. 


9 . The Cantonment Board may allot areas in the Cantonment for the owners 
of herds of cattle to make cow dung cakes on such conditions as it may 
congider guitable. 


10 . Now owner of milch cattle shall feed such cattle on Alth , litter of fodder , 
unft for consumption or likely to spread or cause disease amongst the cattle . 


11. Any person who commits a breach of any of these byelaws shall, on con 
viction by a Magistrate be punishable with fine which may extend to Alty 
rupees and in the case of continuing breach with an additional fine which may 
extend to flve rupees for every day during which , such breach continues after 
conviction for the first such breach .

The design and specifications of the 
latrine seats and privy pans shall be those approved by the Canton 
ment Board " .
